LOSE IICENSE MONEY 


Law Cuts Money From Their 
Salaries— Death Blow to 


Eloping Lovers. 


The local justices of the peace arc 


njoumlng the passage of a law by the re- 
cent Legislature restricting the issuance 
of marriage licenses by county clerks to 
'the counties in which either the pros- 
pective bride or groom lives, for under 
local conditions it means about S50 -a 
month cut from the salaries of Justices 
of the Peace Geary and Quinn. There are 
about 1000 licenses issued by County Clerk 
Cook each year and of these not more 
than 500 are for residents of this county. 


Owing to its proximity to Sap. Fran- 
cisco, .Oakland has been a favorite resort 
for persons who wished to take a trip 
across the bay and be married, and in 
nearly every case of this sort a Justice 
of the Peace offlcated at the ceremony. 
The law allows them $3 as a fee. and in 
many instances this was considerably In- 
creased.. Figuring 500 marriages, at $3 
.each means $1500 a year divided between 
Justices :Geary and Quinn. 'It also means 
$1000 a year less for licenses to the county. 
-The lay.' was Introduced "by 'Assembly- 
.man H. S. G. McCartney 
o£ Los 
An- 
geles, who went up to the Legislature 
primed with measures to restrict runaway 
marriages. He first Introduced an amend- 
ment providing for 'five days' notice to be 
given before a license could be issued. 
This, however, was defeated, but be did 
manage to work the provision through 


making it necessary for the licenses to ba 
purchased in the home county of the bride 
or groom. 
» 
Tho law passed and was signed by the 
Governor and will become operative in a 
few weeks, when tbe young couples feel- 
ing the promptings oE spring to Way away 
and be mated will have to restrict them- 
selves to a journey to the county seat of 
the particular part of the State in which 
they happen to reside. There will then 
be no more midnight marriages, of San 
Francisco couples here, for they will then 
be under the necessity of calling from his 
siumbers their own marriage license clerk 
and Justice of the Peace. 
The passage of the law means the pass- 
ing of the legend of Oretna Green from the 
realm of reality to that of story books and 
myths. The young Lochlnvar will no 
longer form the subject of poetic musings, 
The age of romance has been struck a 
death blow and the mating of turtle doves, 
who "would fly away~ and be-at rest, will 
henceforth' of necessity be 'done according 
to law and order. The flight of youthful 
couples' in automobiles has been nipped in 
trie bud'just as tho uses Of the wonder of 
the age are becoming throuoghly under- 
stood and the romantic couples of the 
coming generation will be forced to seek 
the depth of old Neptune outside of the 
three-mile- limit, with all its attendant 
discomforts, or engage'the services of a- 
sky-pilot in a balloon out of reach of or- 
ganic law.

BERLIN, April 1.—The Berlin side 


of thft Morrocan controversy is .found- 
ed on a treaty, of. .which. Article.. I 
reads:

the German Emperor, and His Majes- 
ty ,the Sultan of Morocco, also be- 
tween thqir eaaplres and their sub- 
jects.

POLICEMAN SILL 


ALTHOUGH COMMISSIONERS SAY 


"GUILTY," HE REMAINS i 


ON FORCE. 


After demanding the resignation of 


Policeman Frank Sill on the,i,ground 
that he had committed petty thefts 
while on duty the Board o£ Police and 
Fire Commissioners yesterday after- 
noon refused to discharge Sill on the 
ground that it might hurt his 
feel- 


"Gentlemen," said President McEl- 


roy to his two-colleagues, City Engin- 
eer Turner and Mayor Olney, "we all 
last Friday unanimously agreed that 
for the good of the department that 
Sill should be dropped from the police 
force. We all say that we are of the 
same opinion now. I do not wish to 
stultify myself or this board to refuse 
to do what Is plainly our duty:" 
When the motion to postpone 
the 
consideration 
of. - Sill'ca«e, 
whleh 


means that the officer will probably 
continue to patrol a beat. President 
McElroy refused to'vote. .Ever since 
Sill was asked for his resignation Uie 
friends that have always 
come to 
Sill's defense sprang up again. City. 
Engineer Turner was the commission- 
er on which they .worked. Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Abe >Leach and Police 
Judge Smith were among 
the 
ones 


who asked j Turner to have the 
case 


continued. 


"I have not any doubt but 
• -what 


Sill is a bad man for the police force," 
says Turner, "but I do not like to es- 
tablish a precedent of discharging a 
police officer without trial." 


"I am ready and willing to dismiss 


Officer Sill," said Mayor Olney. "1 am 
convinced that he is guilty of 
the 


things he is alleged to have commit- 
ted. But in a matter or this kind, 
where one of the commissioners Is In. 
doubt, I believe that the matter should 
be continued. I would like to shift 
the burden to the incoming board, but 
if there is a resolution to be voted on 
here dismissing Sill I will vote for it" 


"It seems .to'me," said 
President 
McElroy -wearily, "that 
after 
three 


commissioners have decided In their 
own minds that an officer has 
been 


guilty of thefts and .have also 
de-

Haggard Says Orientals 


May Conquer This 


Country, 


BERKELEY, April 1.--H. Rider Hag- 


gard, noted reformer and writer of ro- 
mance, delivered an address before an 
audience of. several thousand people to 
Harmon Gymnasium at" the University 
of California this morning. His remarks, 
while informal, were vivid and stirring. 
He drew a powerful picture of the evils 
that follow the overcrowding of .the great 
cities of England and America. He said 
that the congested condition of the city 
Hie is responsible for race suicide of 
the gravest type and that degeneration 
of our people, due to the presence of 
great hordes m the cities is stopped, we 
will be In danger «f being swept out of 
existence by. a conquering Eastern people. 
In Introducing the famous novelist. 
President Wheeler said: 
.

- "MrV ilaggard does not regard himeelf 
so mucn a noveliest as a reformer. Hit 
object in llf* Is to better the masses—the 
poor degraded wretches living In th« 
equator of the large cities. It cannot be 
said too forceably that society depends 
entirely on the malptena.nr.ff of tha fam- 
ily. .-And lit- te:certain that the crush of 
the city to fatal to the purity and in- 
tegrity of the household.

Haggard's work—the uplifting 
of

masses, the family, and indirectly so- 


*1Si. Haggard is capable of talking to 
us on any subject. As an English man 
of the old school we would i"te to hear 
him.

During the course of his remarks, XT. 
Haggard said: 
"Many 'of you have heard of me as a 
novelist, as a writer of fiction, of ro- 
mance. That has been'my occupation 
and I am neither going to decry or mag- 
nify that vocation. 
The books I write 
may have a certain value. At times they 
may amuse or dull pain or instruct. At 
other times they may convey valuable 
lessons: 
"Perhaps there are In most men var- 
iong sides to their character. The strang- 
er in this country who is at all known 
immediately on placing his foot here 
finds himself an object of special In- 
terest, especially on the part of the re- 
porters. From them he learns all' sorts 
of things—that he has a good accent, and 
again that he has an American accent. 
Also that **s is'uiean and insignificant in 
stature ana ctlll again that be is tall and 
stately. And in some aggravated 'cases 
he is even accused of dropping his H's. 


WRITER OF FICTION. 


'Although I have been a writer of fic- 
tion for many years, I have now turned 
my thoughts to more serious considera- 
tions. The evils about one accepted as 
inevitable should be met with and if 
possible overcome. A few years ago I 
noticed that In the country In which I 
lived the people were being swept 'forth 
and the cities becoming gluttered and 
seething tanks of misery and sin. You 
mav say that these conditions are ez- 
agg-rated; you may argue that the rich 
and respectable live in the cities. But 
take a five minutes' walk from the houses 
of these fame respectable people and 
what do you see?

CONDITIONS IN SLUMS. 


"In England today the conditions in 
the slums of the cities are terrible. • The 
civilized people of the Western 
world 
must stop this conglomeration of poeple 
hi a few large cities, or it is Inevi^ftle 
that race suicide of the most aggravated 
type will follow. 
But' there js a still 
greater danger to be apprehended. Un- 
lass this great evil is remedied the people 
of the Orient who are not affliced with 
the evils of the West will sweep over us 
as they have done in the past. We need 
but read history, to be convinced of this 
truth. The men of Asia are men who 
are strong in the virtues of the country. 
They are not oppressed by the evils of 
the "masses in the slums. If the West is 
to continue to advance as they have 
done in the past it Is essential that they 
abandon the habit of living in the dust 
and filth of the big cities' slums. 


TASK OF REFORM. 


"What is the remedy? Some -people 
think that there is. no remedy. I for 
my part say that there are many reme- 
dies. I am here as a representative of 
the British government to investigate 
certain colonies in this country organis- 
ed for the alleviation of this evlL And 
in these colonies I think I have found 
the key to tha Mtuatlon. 
The task of 
reform is a great one, and I hope that 
all of you may have an opportunity to 
assist in the advancement of the move- 
ment." 


WORLD STILL ROMANTIC. 


At the conclusion of .his remarks- in 
his colonizations schemes. Mr. Haggard 
made a few general remarks on the fic- 
tion of to-day and examples of indivi- 
duals who become great through 
the 
highness of their ideals and singleness 
of purpose. 
"We are told nowadays that the'world 
Is very unromantic," he said. "I do apt 
think so. - Neither should you. Look at 
some of the men of today. Look at Char- 
les Gordon who perished at Khartoum. 
What a. remarkable example of a roman- 
tic figure. Look at Cecil Rhodes. What 
a personality he became. I do not rtsan 
in the world of finance, for fifty people 
fj»Ti make money, but 
as an. empire 
builder—the greatest ma-n 'of the cen- 
tury—the man who has given to England 


1 more territory than the entire area of 
the United States. 
Look on General 
Booth of the Salvation Army! He began 
a great project under enormous diffi- 
culties. 
Today. he is the leader of the 
greatest charitable organization of- the 
world.' 
"Great achievements can be won by 
all of yon' If singleness of purpose and 
high ideals attend your endeavor.

JUMPED FROM THE FERRY 


INTO THE BAY 


Insane Passenger Battle With Men 


Who Try to Save Him 


Drowning. 


Thinking that the quickest way to 


get ashore would be to swin, 
Dave 


Keating, a crazy 
passenger on the 


Garden City, Jumped overboard on Its 
2 o'clock trip from San Francisco to 
this side this afternoon, and It was 
with considerable difficulty that he was 
fished out of the bay. 


As the boat entered the mouth of 


the creek Keating, who is a vigorous 
specimen of manhood, about 35 years 
of age, jumped off the vessel 
and 


started to swim for the narrow gauge 
mole. The ferry was stopped and a 
boat sent in pursuit and he was over- 
hauled, but to get him. back into the 
boat again, was almost more than the 


sailors could manage. Keating fought 
with the desperation of a wild animal 
but was finally overpowered and taken 
back on board the ferry and landed 
at the toot of Broadway. 


The chase was watched by a large 


number o£ passengers with as much 
interest as though It had been the 
catching of a large fish, but a number 
of women were frightened when be 
began fighting after he was aboard the 
boat. It took the combined efforts ol 
Policeman Hodgkins and several sail- 
ors to land Keating in the insane ward 
of the Receiving Hospital, where he 
was put to bed and strapped In.

Everybody in Oakland without regard to class, creed, race, sex or 


orevious condition of servitude is delighted with the valedictory of 
Warren Olney, Mayor that was. It is the past tense that provokes 
universal joy. It was not what the whilom Mayor said on yielding 
up the office he occasionally entered on his way to and from his law 
office in San Francisco that has caused popular rejoicing. 
It is the 


Jact that it marks the close of his administration instead of the begin- 
ning; that it was a valedictory instead of an inaugural. 


At the historic meeting of President Lincoln and the Confederate 


Peace Corrmissioners, Mr. Lincoln watched with mingled amazement 
and amusement Alexander H. Stephens, who weighed ninety pounds 
'in ordinary dress, strip himself of some half-dozen overcoats, a com- 
forter and a shawl. Alluding to the incident afterward the President 
said humorously: 
, 


"It was the biggest shuck to the smallest ear of corn I ever saw." 


At the close of his administration Mayor Olney stands before the 


community fully shucked. As Mr. Lincoln said of the 
Georgia 


statesman, he is the smallest ear of corn they ever saw encased in so 
much shuck. His administration has been all shuck. The incon- 
siderable nubbin left will never again excite public interest in this 
city or be regarded as anything more than a whimsical travesty of 
what it was once supposed to be. 


The people of Oakland have had a surfeit of shucks. They have 


seen layer after layer peeled off, continually cherishing- the hope with 
the removal of each layer that the real grain had been at last reached. 
But Jhe shucking process went on till the very end. At the close of 
an administration which began with signal promise and practically 
without opposition there is nothing to show but a pile of shucks and 
a. void which no\v excites wonder. 


Never before has there been such a complete collapse of a blad- 


der distended with conceit and pretension, such a pathetic failure to 
meet public expectation or answer the rudimentary requirements of 
an executive office. 
The man who called on public opinion to rise 


and assort itself proved himself to be absolutely indifferent to pub- 
lic opinion. In its moral aspect, the money he drew as Mayor of 
the city was not far removed from money obtained under false pre- 
tenses. He systematically neglected the duties he was sworn to ful- 
fill, habitually absented himself from the office he was paid to fill, ex- 
hibited a contemptuous disregard of the obligations he assumed when 
he took the office of Mayor. Arrogant, vam, narrow, petulant and 
censorious, he exalted himself in his own eyes while he fell and 
dwindled in the eyes of the citizens who had selected him without re- 
gard to party to lead and stimulate the cause of civic betterment and 
municipal improvement. 


But Mayor Olney did nothing but let the husks drop from him. 


What is left is not worth considering save as something to point a 
moral. Nothing from nothing leaves nothing. That is-the equation 
of the Olney administration.

Nothing but Shucks!! 1 
Let the band strike up "We Don't Care If You Never Come 


Back." The cause for rejdicing is abundant. When you are gold- 
bricked, it is wise to be thankful it was no worse. 


to blame in this respect, howerer, as some of its predecessors. It was 
compelled to face an extraordinary amount of work, and legislation 
proper was greatly hampered and delayed by the bribery scandal in 
the Senate and the collateral questions growing out of the bufldinj 
and loan investigation. 


On the whole the Legislature acquitted itself fairly. It failed 


to pass some good bills, but it passed very few really bad ones. The 
quality of its work was above the average of recent years, and the 
course of legislation was unusually free from reproach. 


Obviously the correction of the shortcomings so pronounced in 


legislative procedure is not to chuck the constitution, the Legislature 
and the whole system of representative government overboard, but to 
improve the personnel of the Legislature, and extend the session 
limit 


Our Stockton contemporary says, in effect, that representative 


government is a failure because the people will not elect the right 
kind of men to the Legislature. This impeaches the capacity of the 
people for self-government, for if they cannot be trusted to vote for 
men how can they be trusted to vote for measures? Indeed, the in- 
itiative and referendum system would never bring out a full vote save 
on rare occasions. Look at the vote cast on the constitutional amend- 
ments at the last general election. 
Compare the returns of the vote 


cast at bond elections, if any further evidence-be needed to prove thai 
the people are themselvs to blame for the shortcomings of the Legis- 
lature, with the vote cast for officials. 


More than half the voters will not take the trouble to inform 


themselves regarding proposed changes in the organic law or to vote 
thereon. Yet the Stockton Mail would charge this mass of careless 
ignorance and incivism with the duty of legislating by piecemeal. The 
argument advanced to support this proposition defeats itself, because, 
for it proves, if it proves anything, that the people are unfit to be 
trusted 
with choosing 
representatives, let alone legislating them- 


selves. The genera] neglect of citizens to vote when the referendum 
is submitted to them is conclusive proof that the initiative and referen- 
dum would speedily degenerate into rule by a small minority making 
a profession of politics.

From the Government crop report it appears that the cotton 


crop of 1904 was nearly 14,000,000 bales of 500 pounds each. At 
eight cents a pound this crop would bring to the planters about 
$560,000,000 for the lint alone, and but little cotton has been sold for 
less than eight cents, though it is estimated that from two to three 
million bales still remain in the hands of the farmers, and their fac- 
tories. Bu; the seed from this enormous crop is worth at present prices 
fully $100,000,000, so that the cotton crop of 1904 means an enormous 
inflow of ready money to the South. And it must be borne in mind 
that nearly all of it goes into eleven States, since Virginia^ Kentucky 
and Missouri produce only a very little cotton, and Maryland none 
at all. It seems Miw the high prices realized for the crop of 1903 caus- 
ed a large incre?>>e m acreage to be planted to cotton. As the sear- 
son was a fairly good one, the yield was a bumper crop, with the re- 
sult that the price dropped three or four cents a pound. A twelve mil- 
lion bale crop would have sold for more money than one nearly 
2,000,000 bales larger. 
Paradoxically the Southern planters have 


lost money by raising too big a crop. 


It is to be hoped that the movement to improve the streets will 


not end with whitewashing«sthe street department.

On Legislation by the Mob 


The Stockton Mail insists that its proposition to abolish the Legis- 


lature is not a proposition to abolish a republican form of government 
in California. Nevertheless that is just what the Mail's suggestion 
involves. 
Our contemporary proposes to substitute for the Legisla- 


ture a council of ten or twelve members, who are to be guided by the 


^initiative and referendum. This wipes out representative government 


and its check of the veto power of the Governor. Legislation as it 
is now practiced will be a thing of the past. Of course the constitu- 
tion would have to be destroyed and one more elastic substituted. 


Why not go back to couch-shell voting and the primitive methods 


of the Athenian democracy? 


Lest our Stockton friend deem this suggestion flippant, we hasten 


to assure him that we are in earnest—at least as earnest as the subject 
will permit. 


The Legislature has developed many shortcomings, but 'when it 


is proposed to change a faulty system for another it is first necessary 
to inquire whether the change will be beneficial, whether the system 
it is proposed to institute will work anv better than the one it is pro- 
posed to abolish. The Mail wants the popular voice to express itself 
on every question of legislation and expenditure. 
For 
practical 


reasons the proposition is inadmissible. In practice it would be legis- 
lation by the mob, uninformed and controlled by passing emotions 
and transitory prejudices. 


The Mail says the legislative power is now virtually lodged in the 


Governor. 
This statement is so wide of the fact that it is hardly 


necessary to refute it. The Executive in no sense legislates, though 
the practice of recent years has given into his hands the power of se- 
lection to an undue degree. The duty of choosing the best of a mass 
of crude legislation has been thrust upon him, not sought, but it 
makes his veto power absolute. 


This is not the fault of the present system of representative gov- 


ernment and only partially the fault of the Legislature. It is partially 
the fault of the people and partially the fault of the clause in the con- 
stitution limiting sessions to a term of sixty days. Legislatures are to 
blame to some extent also for being dilatory and for purposely casting 
responsibility on the Governor by neglecting to act on important bills 
till the dosing days of the session. The late Legislature is not so much

!act, it was a small one in comparison 
.o some that have been flred. In one 
blast, in Sidling Hill Mountain, the 
charge consisted of 1,400 cans of pow- 
der, Just two carloads, and when it was 
put off rocks weighing half a ton were 
hurled through the air hundreds 
of 


yards, across the Potomac river and 
striking telegraph poles along the Bal- 
timore & Ohio railroad broke them off 
close to the ground. 


It is this necessity for almost con- 


tinuous blasting that has done much 
toward maid Tig tils Blxty-flve 
mile 


strip of railroad construction the most 
expensive of any built in recent years, 
with the single exception of the line 
over which the Wabash enters Pitts- 
burg. The cost of building the flrst 
flve miles from Cumberland averaged 
$250,000 a mile and the average cost 
tor the sixty -flve miles is 5100,000 
a mile. In building this 
connecting 


link, the Wabash 
has had to con- 


railroad. 
It was this belief tliat has 


kept life in the old waterway, life sus- 
tained by the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company to bar out any possible 
rival. Some years ago the Hon. Henry 
G. Davis, then 
owner of the West 


Virginia Central railroad, had a route 
surveyed through the country follow- 
ed by the Wabash. but It was given 
up as impracticable. As a result, it is 
not surprising that the construction of 
this road is proving one of the great- 
est undertakings of years, requiring 
application 
of almost every method 


known in railroad building arid the In- 
genuity of contractors who have built 
railroads in almost ever State in the 
Union, has been taxed to the Utmost. 


Upon forty miles of this line there 


are 
engaged today 
2,629 men, 
300 


animals, nine locomotives 
and nine 


steam shovels. 
For eighteen months 


there has been no cessation of labor 
and it is hoped that in eight more tha 
work will be completed. 


OBSTACLES TO BE MET. 


An idea of the difficulties encountered 


can be formed from the fact that this 
line in forty miles crosses the Potomac 
river nine times, the Chesapeake & 
Ohio canal seven times, the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad three times, passes 
through mountain ranges and spurs 
by flve tunnels, varying in length from 
700 feet to 4,400 feet, through ridges 
and hills by innumerable cuts, many 
of them over fifty feet deep through 
solid rock and some almost a mile in 
length, and that a great portion of the 
road is being cut out of the rocky 
sides 
of 
mountain ranges, directly 


above the canal. One of the most un- 
usual difficulties in railroad construc- 
tion, and yet the most troublesome on 
this line has been a disposition of the 
earth, and rock removed in making the 
roadbed, a difficulty arising from the 
factl that the Wabash follows closely 
the canal route. 
While waiting for 


legal right to bridge the old waterway 
it was necessary to push the construc- 
tion work and to do this the contrac- 
tors employed some striking methods. 


At Welton tunnel, a mile south of 


Cumberland, a large wheel was placed 
on top of the mountain above the 
tunnel entrance, cables were run from 
this across the river and canal to the 
low land, where filling was necessary, 
and the rock from the tunnel was car- 
ried over in a large iron bucket sus- 
pended from the cables. The laborers' 
camp was located on top of the moun- 
tain and the men constructed a 150-foot 
ladder leading up the precipitous face

heading is being driven from both ends 
at the same time and the men are 
within 100 feet of each other, nine feet 
a day being the progress made from 
each end; The men. working from the 
eastern end have penetrated only elev- 
en Inches further than those coming 
from the western side. 


THE "STICK PILE" TUNNEL. 
In order to cut a roadbed through 


the masses of rock that rise straight 
up from the bed of the canal it was 
necessary 
to wait 
until navigation 


closed for the year. In the meantime 
the holes for the blasts were all pre- 
pared and when the water was with- 
drawn, about a month later than ever 
jefore, thousands pi! pounds of powder 
and dynamite were exploded In these 


and the canal bed was filled with 


iarth and rook for many m^es which 
must be removed within the next two 
months. 


The only place where the Wabash 


leaves the canal and river for any con- 
siderable'distance Is at Bayard, thirty* 
five miles east of Cumberland. 
After 


crossing the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
the river and canal, at a dizzy, height, 
on a 1,370-foot bridge, flve 150-foot 
channel spans with viaduct approach, 
it strikes boldly, into the mountains. 
After 
running 
through 
tremendous 


cuts, over deep ravines and through 
the Stick Pile tunnel 1,600 feet 
In 


length, It emerges from Ita flve-mlle 
run through the heart of the mountain 
at Orleans, W. Va, This is considered 
one of the heaviest pieces of work on 
the line, but here as at many, other 
places, a comparatively, straight line IB 
secured with moderate grades and with 
a saving of almost a mile over thfe 
Baltimore & Ohio route. - 


The first work was done on this con- 


necting link on July 21, 1903, and the 
contract called for its completion in 
eighteen months. The delay and extra 
work occasioned by trouble with the 
canal rendered its completion within 
contract time an impossibility. Now, 
October 1, Is the date set for the open- 
ing of the road, but it Is claimed Jan- 
uary 1. 1906, would be a neara date. 


FK,m Cherry Run to Hancock, ten

For ten miles east 
of Cumberland, the roadbed Is ready 
for the rails an& the1 three bridge!

MEETING 
OF 
MISCELLANEOUS 


TRADES COUNCIL—SCALE 


OF WAGES. 


IS FORMED 


NEW YOKE, April 1.—After years 


of negotiations a deal has Just been 
consummated, according to the Tri- 
bune, by which the seven sons of 
Meyer Guggenheim, -who died a few 
days ago, have achieved, in conjunc- 
tion with their allied interests, a un- 
ion of the- National Lead Company, 
commonly known as the "White Lead 
Trust," capitalized at $30.000,000, with 
the United Lead Company, a Guggen- 
heim concern, the total auhorized cap- 
ital stock of which !s J25.000.000. Form- 
al statements giving the details of the 
merger will be issued immediately. It 
is believed the capital of,the holding 
company will be about $40,000,000. 


The 
consolidated concern will be 


known as the National Lead Company. 
President Cole and most of the other 
officers of the present National Lead 
Company will hold the same offices 
in the new company, it Is said. The 
Guggenheims, however, will dominate 
the directorate. 
Through 
the organization of the 


Guggenheim 
Exploration 
Company 


which was later taken into the Ameri- 
can Smelting & Refining Company, 
the Guggenheim interests secured con- 
trol of the pig lead business which 
aggregates about 250,000 tons a year, 
valued at S25,000,000, of which 140,000 
tons are turned into mechanical pro- 
ducts, such as sheet lead, lead pipe, 
solder, billets, sheet, etc., and the oth- 
er 110,000 tons into chemical products. 
Including white lead and litharge. 
The new deal brings into combina- 


tion the old National Lead Company, 
which makes about 65 per cent of the 
chemical lead products of the country 
and about 15 per cent of the mechan- 
ical products, with the Union Lead & 
Oil Company, which practically con- 
trols 65 per cent of the mechanical 
product business and 15 per cent of 
the chemical output. '

It Is right to exact obedience from 


a child and show him why it is best 
to do certain things 
The pert and 


precocious child is never obedient. Ho 
thinks himself above the law of obedi- 
ence, and grows Into a disagreeable 
young person who makes no friends. 


Parents owe it to the children to 


make of them men and women whom 
all will del'ght to honor 
This must 


be done by both precept and example. 
It la useless to tell a. boy it is wrong 
to gamble, and then play cards for 
stakes In hit presence 
The precocious 


child u ill always see a chance of mak- 
ing money in an easy way, and before 
he is old enough to gamble in cards he 
will use his marbles and playthings as 
a source of revenue 
He learned the 


fundamental principle from his parents 


and they 
have only themselves to 


blame 


Th parents owe it to the child to 


teach him honesty, not because it Is 
the best policy, but because It is right. 
The child should be taught to respect 
the belongings of every member of the 
family. 
Hone&ty begins there. These 


belongings are not common property, 
and he should be made to understand 
this, nor should he be permitted to 
Impose upon his playmates, and rob 
them of their toys. Their marbles and 
other playthings must not be obtained 
fraudulently", unless the parents 
are 


willing to see him grow up without 
honor ana principle. 
The precocious 


boy can usually "get on In the world," 
but he does not always accomplish it 
fairly. 


If parents indulge In liquors In the 


presence of the child, they can scarcely 
expect him to grow into a sober man. 
If he does, it is by sheer force of his 
own good sense and principle. Precept 
and example must be the motto of the 
parents. 
They cannot 
follow "The 


primrose path of dalliance," and espect 
the child to climb "the steep and thorny 
•nay to heaven" Shakespeare taught 
us more wisely than that 


The life of the parents must be on< 


of self-denial, and a renunciation o 
everything that makes life pleasant, i, 
that be necessary to the proper train- 
ing of the child. He who is so brough 
up surely will never go astray 
It is 


usually the pert boy, who feels that h< 
is just a little wiser than his parents 
who becomes the bragging, irresponsi- 
ble man. 


The child will often place the blame 


of some personal shortcoming on the 
parents as an excuse for himself Said 
I to a boy one day 


"Why do you smoke? Tour father 


did not use tobacco." 


"No," he replied, "I inherit my taste 


from my grandfather " 


That was not a manly nor a kind 


thing to say, but he was one of the 
irresponsibles who put upon the shoul- 
ders of others his own shortcomings. 
He was a precocious boy who reasoned 
for himself 
I 


After all, the highest ambition of 


parents for the child should not be to 
make of him the most brilliant and 
successful man, but the best and kind- 
est. Kindness is one of the things to

Tying a parcel correctly is a bit of 


knowledge worth having. It prevents 
a woman from going into the street 
carrying a bundle that looks as though 
the next minute would see its contents 
lying in the street.

wrapping paper to do this properly, 
and it is well to buy a few sheets, and 
to have a ball of cord in the house, but 
a very economical method is to save 
wrapping paper that comes into the 
house about purchases, and folding it 
smoothly, keep it in a- flat bag for the 
purpose. 


Making a parcel without string seems 


to the uninitiated the most difficult, 
but is In fact simple. For small bun- 
dles this is the best method; large ones 
need the support of cord. ~-

To wrap without string put the ma- 


terial to be covered so that it Is on the 
paper cornerwise. Then lay over one 
corner the long way and turn up one 
end. Continue the rolling the long way 
first turning the other "side" corner 
in so deeply that the point will run 
across the parcel to the other end. The 
parcel is then completely rolled, the 
other end turned in and pinched, which 
secures the paper. 


A box is slmpto to wrap, for 
the 


square corners make a foundation. 


The paper is folded over the box, arid 


then first one corner and 
then 
the 


other of one end are laid back in sharp 
points. The operation is repeated with 
the other end, and then both are turn- 
ed up over the box, which is then se- 
curely tied. 


Wrapping a soft, large bundle Is the 


most difficult, for it must be given 
•body" if It is to hold together, and It 
s here the novice fails. Yet it consists 
merely In folding the garment or other 
thing to be wrapped In some symmet- 
rical shape, long or square, and in 
using stiff paper if the parcel is large. 
The paper will give firmness. 


To fasten small parcels elastic bands 


are more convenient than string, and 
cost so little that they cannot be called 
an extravagance.

DORNBACK IN SEVENTY- 


SIXTH YEAR. 


The ranks of pioneer women in this 


vicinity were decreased yesterday by 
another departure over the divide of 
one who liad done more than her share 
in the up-building of California and' 
who leaves a long line of descendants 
and friends who will ever revere her 
memory. 


The passing was that of Mrs. Eliza- 


beth Dornback of San :Leandro, who 
died after a career of 76 years and four 
months. 


Mrs. Dornback came to California in 


1849. She was one of an adventurous 
band of pioneers who braved 
the 


climatic rigors and the menace to life 
of the savage hordes of the western 
plains and accomplished the journey 
over land after months of more than 
ordinary 
privations 
and 
suffering. 


Thrice, while on the road, the party 
was>, surrounded by Indians, but suc- 
cor came in each instance, as hope of 
escape had almost died in.every breast. 


The deceased, then a young woman, 


displayed remarkable heroism during 
those trying 
ordeals, 
a heroism of 


which her 
descendants 
are 
Justly 


proud, more especially because with 
it were allied those qualities of heart 
and mind which adorn the wife and 
mother in the circle of the home. 


The family, on arriving- in Califor- 


nia, settled in Dutch Flat to Placer 
county where Mrs. Dornback Is still 
known for deeds of gentleness and 
charity.

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Jas. Phelan May MaKe Fight For 
Governor on Democratic TicKet 


Lively Election Will be Held at 
the Hohftnian Club Across Bay 


SAN" FBAjtfCISCO, April 1.—The men who have started 


out to reform the polities of San Francisco to depose Mayor 
Schmitz and all his appointees, and to send Abe Euef to San 
Quentin, if that can be done by hook or by crook, are very hard 
at work just now, but are finding that the organization of a new 
party, or the re-organization of an old one, is a far more serious 
business than they had at first contemplated. They began by- 
saying that they would take advantage of the anti-Buef senti- 
ment and so sweep the city with almost any candidates that they 
would name. That there is a great anti-Ruef sentiment in San 
Francisco is evident to men of the meanest understanding, but 
to take advantage of that sentiment and organize a party in all 
the assembly districts and in all the precincts is not a matter of 
sentimentality, biit of hard and practical politics. 


The reformers began with an idea that they could organize 


a non-partisan movement and unite all the so-called "decent 
elements'' in a body that would wipe Mayor Schmitz and Euef 
from off the political slate and off the political map. But just 
as they began to get together in quiet meetings, a politician more 
practical than the others rose and told them this: 


"If you attempt to get up a non-partisan organization you 


will have at least three tickets in the field and quite possibly 
four. The Eepublicans will name a ticket, and quite possibly 
Euef, having capttired that organization, will make Schmitz the 
Eepublican nominee for Mayor. If he does not capture that 
organization some marhme Eepublican will be named for the 
place. The Democrats who do not join in your non-partisan 
movement will name a ticket of their own. Then the labor men 
will nominate Schmitz, or indorse him in ease he already has 
been nominated by the Eepublieans; and at the end of it all you 
will name your non-partisan candidate and with the vote split 
up in this fashion the man you least want to win is ?•"* * i carry 
away the prize."

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This talk seemed so sensible that at last it was determined 


to concentrate the reform movement on an effort to capture the 
Eepublican party. The work that now is being done is toward 
that end. There is quite a"Stir in many of the districts. There 
has been some effort to take practical politicians into the reform 
camp. Phil Crimmins seems to be entirely willing to serve un- 
der the banner of reform. John Daly, "the milkman," is said 
to be already at work for "the great cause." Daly may not be 
much of a reformer, but he thoroughly hates Abe Euef. Sena- 
tor Dick Welch is counted on to stand with Daly in the captur- 
ing of some of the South-of-Market-street districts. 
Martin 


Kelly is said to be broke and more than willing to take service 
under the reformers if the fee is made large enough. There is 
d rumor that Governor Pardee proposes to lend his aid to the 
work of reform and to have the water front bestir itself in the 
e^ort to rid the city of Euef. 


, 
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But the great question is where will Herrin stand in all this 


mix-up? Some of his lieutenants seem bitterly opposed to 
Euef. Others seem inclined to laugh at the efforts of the re- 
formers. Fairfax Whelan has been quoted as saying that he 
felt it would be almost impossible to break the power of Schmitz 
and Euef if the full force of the Eepublican machine was to be 
put behind them. But thus far Herrin, himself, seems to have 
given no sign. Evidently, like a wise general, he is waiting to 
see A full disposition of the troops on the battle field before he 
decides where and how to strike. Or perhaps he may be better 
Iliiened to one of the self-seeking Princes of the middle ages, 
who walched carefully to ascertain how a campaign was going 
aad thea threw in his forces with the apparent victors. 


However, Herrin or no Herrki, Pardee or no Pardee, the 


reformers art at work aad are stirring up some activity in every 
" ' iet ia the effort to capture the EepubHeaa convention at the 


August primaries. 
Again and again it is told that money is to 


be subscribed freely, and Euef is sniffing up the wind; for he 
has said repeatedly on the streets that it was a movement of the 
Citizens' Alliance and the A. P. A. against Mayor Schmitz, a 
laboring man and a Catholic, and himself, a Jew. 
That the 


Citizens' Alliance is opposing Euef and Sehmitz is beyond all 
question, and that it will back the Merchants' Association with 
money is entirely probable. But bringing up the A. P. A. in- 
dicates that Euef feels that his position is apt to be desperate, 
because the A. P. A. organization has long since gone "where 
the woodbine twineth and the wha"ng-doodle mourneth for her 
first born." The effort to revive the ghost of that organization 
is a plea for sympathy. 


J« 
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In all of this what is to become of James D. Phelan? With 


the reformers capturing the Eepublican party they hardly could 
expect their followers to place in nomination Phelan, a Demo- 
crat. And if McJSTab retains control of the Democratic organ- 
ization (and there seems a disposition to let him have that 
honor without contest), and he nominated Phelan for Mayor, 
there would be Phelan representing the reformer Democrats 
and Fairfax Whelan or Frank J. Symmes representing the re- 
former Eepublicans, and Schmitz representing the Labor 
Unionists and "the gang," and out of that mix-up Schmitz and. 
Euef are quite likely to come away victorious as of yore. But 
Phelan is active. He is making speeches before Improvement 
Clubs, and on festival occasions, and the rumor has gone abroad 
that he has purchased the Los Angeles Herald. He is known 
to have had some interest in the Fresno Democrat, and has long 
been on friendly terms with the San Francisco Bulletin. This 
may indicate that he contemplates a try for Governor instead 
of a contest for Mayor of San Francisco. 
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Speaking of Phelan reminds me that there is just now the 


liveliest kind of a contest in the Bohemian Club, of which Mr. 
Phelan is the active and honored president. It is a long day 
since there has been an opposition ticket in that splendid or-^ 
gandzation that contains-vso much of art and wit and laughter. 
In fact, there has been no opposition worth speaking of since 
Mr. Phelan was elected for his first term as president, some 
twelve or fourteen years ago. 
At that time the late Daniel 


O'Connell was put forward by the laughing, painting, singing, 
drinking Bohemians as their candidate for the presidency. They 
laughed and they caricatured and they sang and they danced; 
but Mr. Phelan sent out his carriages and Ms emissaries on 
election day, and Daniel O'Connell, poet, litterateur and viveur, 
was badly, woefully and dolorously beaten by the rising young 
millionaire. 


The wilder'fellows in the club have protested many times 


since that their organization was losing its old Bohemian char- 
acters, but they never dared to put their feelings to the touch 
of the ballot on election day. Now, however, there is a change. 
The livelier and more entertaining Bohemians have asserted 
themselves, and they are out with an opposition ticket that is 
making lif e in the club and keeping corks in the air. 


At the head of the regular ticket as the successor to Presi- 


dent Phelan is Fred Hall, a lawyer of ability and a friend of 
Phelan. But against bim has been named Willard T. Barton, 
one of the best known club men in the country, whose' home, 
when he is in California, is over on your Piedmont Hills. Bar- 
ton is, in his way, as much a type of the old Bohemianism as was 
Daniel O'Connell. He wrote "Eazzle Dazzle" and the "Lay 
of the Lingering Lung." He also wrote "Imogene Donahue," 
"The jKnights of the Gold Plaited Hod," and a dozen other 
songs that have rollicked their way around the world. He is as 
well known at the Lamb's and the Lotus Clubs in New York and 
down at the Larchmont Yacht Club as he is in Bohemia, and he 
long has been a great factor in the Bohemian jinks. So the 


betting is that Barton will defeat Hall, though Colonel A, G. 
Hawes, representative of the conservative element in the club, 
has enthusiastically declared in favor of Hall, and Charlie 
Field, the young writer and insurance man, who was one of the 
election committee that named the regular ticket, has remained' 
true to the Hall cause. 
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The contest for vice-president opens out an even livelier 


interest. On the regular ticket is Dr. J, Wilson Shiels, and 
against him has been named the redoubtable Dick Hotaling. 
Shiels is one of the most talented and best loved members of.th^_ 
club. But so is Hotaling. Shiels is exceptionally clever in the 
'.•jinks. But so is Hotaling. Shiels recites remarkably well. 
So does Hotaling. Shiels can assume many characters. So 
can Hotaliug. Both write acceptable papers, and both are rich 
beyond the dreams of avarice. So the contest between the two 
has aroused the greatest interest. 


For secretary, Al Grim, son of the venerable recorder of 


your county, has been named on both tickets. 
This is a fine 


tribute to his popularity as a Bohemian and his ability as a busi- 
ness man. Your Judge Harry Melvin is also on both tickets 
for the office of director, and so is certain of election. It would 
be very hard to defeat Judge Melvin if he were only named on. 
either one of the tickets. John McNaught, editor of the Call, is 
on the regular ticket for director, and though he has been a 
member of the club a very short time, his great ability and 
pleasing personality have so endeared him to the members that 
it is believed he will defeat some one of the directors named on 
the opposition ticket. There seems to be something of a move- 
ment to vote for McNaught in place of Lew Hanchett, though 
Hanchett is a particularly close friend of Barton, and has had 
nothing urged against him as a candidate for the place. He is 
a member of the well-known Hanchett family. One of his sis- 
ters was the first wife of Colonel Jack Wright of Sacramento 
and another was the late Mrs. George Crocker. However, the 
contest between McNatight and Hanchett is being watched with 
almost as much interest as that between Hotaling and Shiels, on 
even that between Barton and Hall. 
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There is an active fight now on between the hotels and res- 


taurants in the endeavor to set the tide of after-the-opera 
fashion flowing in.the direction of one or another. 
During the 


last opera season the Palace had everything its own way! It de- 
feated Zinkand's in one round and the Louvre never was in the 
contest But since then Techau Tavern has enjoyed a wide 
popularity, the St. Francis Hotel has come up as a new factor 
in the fight for prestige, and now Tait's has become the liveliest 
competitor and seems to be a thoroughly dangerous antagonist. 


In the struggle of the fashionable restaurants there now 


seems to be a case of the survival of the fittest. Tait's has 
caught the tide of fashionable fortune just at its flood. Where 
Zinkand's was crowded and Techau's overflowing, there now ar* 
vacant inter-spaces in both, while Tait's has the cream of the 
patronage. On top of this a great new restaurant is about to be 
opened on Eddy street by the man who has made the "Oyster 
Loaf" famous and he proposes to be an active competitor for 
the dinner and after-theater trade. 
, 


Thus far Tait has deserved his honors. There was a ten- 


dency at Zinkand's and at Techau's to be haughty and high- 
headed with people who attempted to crowd in upon their over- 
bounding popularity. But Tait seems to have set out to be 
deferentially agreeable to everybody who comes his way and to 
try to hold the trade that the newness of his enormous place has 
so abundantly attracted. He formerly was the steward of the 
Pacific Union Club, and it now can be said that a gourmet can 
eat and drink better at Tait's than anywhere else in San Fran- 
cisco or California except the Family and the Pacific Union.

FOOD ANALYSIST 


University 
is Nsmetl 


BERKELEY, April" 3.—A. F. Gould, a 


• graduate of the chemistry department of 


the University" 6f California, has been 
appointed chief of,the laboratory recently 
established in 
San 
Francisco for the 
analysis of imported food products. An- 
nouncement of the appointment of Gould 
was made tjy Dr. W.1 D. Bigelow in a 
lecture before the -Agricultural Club of 
the University. Dr. Bigelow is the chief 
of the division of foods tn the bureau of 
chemistry in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and Is a recognized 
.authG-rity on the analysis ot food prod- 
ucts. 


During the course of his lecture Dr. 


Bigelow gave a brief history-of the leg- 
islation that has been enacted to pre- 
vent the adulteration of food. 
During 


the address Dr. Bigelow said: 


"The adulteration of food is not a mod- 


ern evil. "Wines were adulterated In the 
time of Pliny. 
Scientific methods for 


detecting -adulterated products, however, 
are of modern origin. 
Sixty years ago 


the first serious • attempts were made to 
stop adulteration. England passed a law 
of this sort, then Germany, then France. 
In America we* have had legislation, but 
have often 
been 
unable to enforce it. 


There arc now laws of this sort in twenty 
States. Politics often interferes with the 
enforcement of food laws by the State 
Food Corhmis si oners. 


"The 
National Government is able to 


limit and practical!;- to suppress adulter- 
ation of cheese, butter 
and spirituous 


liquors by - taxing the adulterated prod- 
uct. 


"The 
imported food law is strictly en- 


forced. 
The law was passed in 1903 


and became effective 
in July of that 
year."

GIFT TO CHURCH 


PORTLAND, Oregon, April 1.—Dr. 


Stephen S. Wise, a prominent rabbi, In 
a sermon on the action of the Pruden- 
tial Commitee of the American Board 
for Foreign Missions in regard to the 
gift of John D. Rockefeller and the 
protest of Dr. Washington 
Gladden 


said: "Perhaps none of you will agree 
with me when I' say that there has 
nothing happened of more importance 
to the ethical welfare of the nation 
than the act of Dr. Gladden and the 
Prudential Committee. 
"It.seems to me that" there is noth- 


ing more helpful as a tonic than what 
is -happening now. Whether Rocke- 
feller has his gift accepted or not the 
effect will still be good. 
"Although it has been the universal 


and immemorial custom for benevolent 
and educational institutions to -receive 
money without any thought of its ori- 
gin, it seems to me that the time has 
come 
when 
this 
custom must be 


changed. 
"But is It fair to single, out 
Mr. 


Rockefeller as a target? 
Why this 


sudden rise of righteousness? Wash- 
ington Gladden says the money is not 
his to give. But Gladden says we can 
use the money to do good. How can 
you match the little good it might do 
in far away India with the lowering 
of the ethical standards of the Ameri- 
can people? It is all right to boycott 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
and 
refuse 
his 


gifts but we must do it tomorrow and 
the day after." 


CUSTOMS TARIFF 


FOR JAPAN 


NEW YORK, April 1.—Official an- 


nouncement has been made by the 
Japanese Consul here of the new cus- 
toms tariff on imports into Japan. The 
change will go into effect July 1st 
with an Increase of duties on nearly all 
articles that are now subject to import 
tax. In all cases it is an ad valorem 
increase whether the article was pre- 
viously taxed by specific or ad valorem 
duty and is designed to afford an in- 
creased revenue for war expenses. 


Up to this time the customs receipts 


have been devoted to inemal adminis- 
tration entirely but after July 1st the 
'excess receipts from the new rates 
will be used for the war fund. 


At present the customs receipts of 


the empire are about $8,150,000. The. 
change is expected to produce addi- 
tional funds of at least $2,000,000. A 
dozen other Indirect taxes will be-in- 
creased from time to time. 
The increase in customs duties rang- 


es from 5 per cent in the case of raw 
materials and certain partially manu- 
factured products to 100 per cent in 
the case of tobacco, which must pay, 
all told, a duty of 250 per cent- Malt 
and spirituous liquors are subjected 
to a 35 per cent ad valorem increase. 
Wood pulp used for manufacturing 
paper will continue under the present 
schedule.

SMALL PIECE OF LAMP 


DEEDED TO CITY. 


Needed Improvement Can Now 


Be Made—The Day's News 


From Alameda. 


ALAMEDA, April 1.—An important 


transaction, in local realty, 
although 


for an almost' infinitesmal parcel of 
land, puts the City of Alameda into 
full possession of College avenue ac- 
cording to the official survey, and at 
the same time 'relieves the anxiety of 
all the residents in that neighborhood. 
The -strip, which was formally deed- 


ed to this city yesterday, is only six 
inches wide, extending along College 
avenue between San Jose avenue and 
Calhoun street. 
Until this strip of 


land a half-foot wide was deeded to 
the City of Alameda the municipality 
could not order the work of laying a 
sewer in the thoroughfare, although 
the work was petitioned for by all 
the residents, and was sorely needed. 
The deed was placed on record today, 
the grantors being Dr. M. F. Bishop 
and Edward P. Hart, who own the 
property on the East side of the ave- 
nue. 


The narrow strip of land has been 


the occasion of much perturbation to 
the College avenue residents as well 
as of considerable annoyance to the 
city officials. 
When it was purposed 


to have a sewer laid in the thorough- 
fare, in response to a unanimous pe- 
tition, it was discovered by City En- 
gineer William 
R. Poyzer that the 
strip mentioned had never been dedi- 
cated to.the city, and that, consequent- 
ly, the property on that side of the 
block did not, technically, front on 
the street. 


Accordingly the City Trustees could 
not proceed in the matter of the sew- 
er prayed for. Some months were oc- 
cupied in straightening; out the dilem- 
ma, but finally Dr. Bishop was locat- 
ed In on Eastern city, and the deed to 
the narrow strip secured. 
Now the 
work may proceed. 


OUTLOOK IS POOR. 


ALAMEDA, April 1.—Clarence E. 
Bradford, an Alamedan who went to 
Goldflelds, Nevada, recently, writes to 
a friend here that the outlook in the' 
camp for .any one without plenty of 
ready means is not encouraging. There 
are about 9,000 people now in Gold- 
fields, he states, while only a few hun- 
dred aro employed. Idle men are much 
in evidence. During the season when 
the assessment work was being done 
many men flocked in, but 
with the 
completion of the work the forces were 
cut down and a number of the mines 
suspended :

altogether.

The Stege $10,000 hold up is re- 
vealing police and detective tac- 
tics that suggest far more danger 
to the safety of the community 
than to hold-up men. The suppo- 
sition has been that a police force 
and a corps of detectives were 
maintained to catch criminals and 
preserve the peace. 
It has been 


selieved, too, that a great deal of 
secrecy should be thrown about 
the 
movements of law officers 


when seeking the whereabouts of 
criminals, but in all that the pub- 
ic has been laboring •, under a 
clumsy misapprehension. 
Seem- 


ingly, that is not at all the way 
the thing is done. 
On the con- 


trary, tlie safety of criminals is 
irst provided for them, and then 
:he hue and cry raised. ~-It would 
je hard to devise a better scheme 
o secure the criminal class against 
disturbance by the law, and at the 
same time blow foghorns of dan- 
ger to entertain the public. 


The wayfaring man, though a 


fool, could not have failed to no- 
tice, that in their quixotic run- 
ning to and fro to catch the Stege 
highwaymen, the detectives and 
police have been careful to first 
rush off to the newspapers and tell 
the public all about their new- 
found clews, pointers and trails, 
and then set out to make arrests. 
He is a fool of a hunter who sends 
some one into the brush to drive 
out the game before he starts ip 
to shoot something, but that is the 
way the law officers are hunting 
for the Stege robbers. Wonder 
why the police tell all the world 
today what they are going to do 
tomorrow? Are they so idiotic as 
to suppose they are not warning 
and notif3-ing the robbers to seek 
more secure shelter? 
And what 


do they do it for? 


An Oakland woman told the po- 


lice enough for them to identify 
the robbers, but instead of keep- 
ing the information to themselves 
and secretly striking the trail, they 
gave the woman's story to the 
press, and after the criminals had 
had plenty of time to govern 
themselves accordingly, their old, 
not their new trail, was struck. 
Later, one of them was seen on 
the streets, but out of considera- 
tion of his dislike for prison cells 
his promenade was not interrupt- 
ed, but the fact' of his being on the 
street was duly chronicled in the 
newspapers, which was the equiva- 
lent of advice to not attempt such 
an unwise thing again; that if (he 
expected the co-operation of the 
police, to keep out of the peniten- 
tiary, he must be more circum- 
spect in his daily habits. It may 
be that these methods of the po- 
lice are all right, but if so, the pub- 
lic should be educated up to'where 
their stategic importance" lies; 
otherwise most people will contin- 
ue to think |hat the police believe 
it to be their duty to shield, rather 
than apprehend, criminals.—Newt 
Letter.
